set, both by Swedish athletes. Lena 
Sjostedt ran the 1,500 metres in 
4:26.9 to break the fonner record 
of 4:28.6 made by Noreen Liepins. 
The men’s pole vault record was 
beaten by Kjell Isaksson when he 
leaped 17’%” to beat the 1967 mark 
of Europe’s Herve d’Encausse of 
16’11%”. This phenominal record 
was achieved while it was so dark 
a car had to be run on the field 
to supply enough light to see. 

Swedish team manager, Stig Pet¬ 
erson, says their program starts with 
children aged 12 years and over- 
called the “Donald Duck League”. 
He says this is the reason why their 
track and field teams are so suc¬ 
cessful. Attendance at club meets 
ran around 15,000. At the National 
finals, held 14 days prior to coming 
to Canada, they had an attendance 
of 50,000 persons on each of two 
days. 

Egil Gulliksen, vice-president of 
the Norwegian Amateur Athletic 
Federation, reports they have a 
similar program to Sweden, and in 
their national championships, which 
is held for three days, their average 
attendance is 10-12,000 each day. 
During 1970, they met Sweden, 
Bulgaria and Spain in dual meets. 
The team also participated in the 
European Cup. 

Participating athletes and coach¬ 
ing staff were: Sweden — 68, Nor-

In the track and field competi¬ 
tions between the Swedes and Can¬ 
adians held at the University of Al¬ 
berta track in Edmonton on Tues¬ 
day and Wednesday, Sept. 15-16, 
Sweden made the highest points. 
The Canadian women’s teams, how¬ 
ever, outscored the Swedish women. 

The Swedes took the over-all two- 
day events by beating the Canadian 
men’s team with a score of 201-146. 
The Canadian women beat the 
Swedes by a close final total of 68- 
67. 

Charles Francis and Charlie Black 
were the only Canadian male ath¬ 
letes to win an event. Francis won 
the 100-metre sprint with a time 
of 10.4 seconds, and the 200-metre 
sprint with 21.2 seconds. Black won 
the 400-metre event. 

Three Canadian women, won rec¬ 
ords. Abigail Hoffman of Toronto, 
Canada’s top female middle-distance 
runner for the past five or six years, 
won the 800-metre race in a time 
of 2:08.2. Edmonton’s Marlene Kurt 
hurled the discus 155’4” to win that 
event. She also won the shot-put 
event with a distance of 44’6”. Six- 
teen-year-old Debbie Brill defeated 
three other competitors in the high 
jump, while another Canadian girl, 
Debbie Van Kiekebelt, was runner- 
up in the same event. 

Two Canadian open records were 


now paid in cash, 
is still five cents per paper and 
any papers returned cost us 5 cents 
each.

However, the deficit must 
be kept in line. This year it appears 
to be going over $2,000 which in 
the opinion of the board is intoler¬ 
able. 

An austerity program will be in¬ 
troduced for the balance of this 
year. The size of the paper will be 
reduced to 8 pages for October, 
November and December. We shall 
also cut pictures to a minimum, 
however, there is no expense in 
using cuts that we already have. 
The column “Splinters From The 
Board” will be reduced in size to 
make room for additional advertis¬ 
ing. 

DONORS EXEMPT 

Last year our editor made an 
appeal for funds that resulted in a 
substantial increase in donations. If 
you have made a donation to the 
paper in the past 2 years it will 
not be necessary to mail in the one 
dollar requested for the 1971 issues 
of the paper. Only one dollar is re¬ 
quired. If more than a dollar is re¬ 
ceived it will not be credited to 
future years. The excess will be 
considered a donation and your 
name will be listed in the donations 
column. If you do not want your 
name published, please give a pen 
name. 

My personal opinion is that the 
paper is essential to meeting the 
purposes of our organization and 
if, it were to be discontinued the 
Scandinavian Centre would decline 
rapidly. If everyone will mail their 
dollar, the deficit will be wiped 
out.

THORSON COMES TO TOWN 


A new oil find has been made 
in the Norwegian sector of the 
North Sea, the government an¬ 
nounced on Sept. 8. 

The strike was made by the Unit¬ 
ed States-Norwegian Amoco-Noco 
group of companies, adjacent to the 
Ekofisk field where the U.S. Phil¬ 
lips group established the existence 
of a large oil field earlier this year. 

A statement issued by the Nor¬ 
wegian ministry of industries said, 
however, that drilling was continu¬ 
ing and no additional information 
could be given before necessary 


Chairman of the “Single Canada 
League”, former Chief Justice of 
Canada Joseph T. Thorson, is com¬ 
ing to Edmonton to speak on his 
favorite topic, “Wanted — A Single 
Canada”. Mr. Thorson will be 
speaking at the Northern Alberta 
Jubilee Auditorium in the Social 
Room on Oct. 27 at 8 p.m. 

Last year, Mr. Thorson spoke a^ 
the Auditorium on June 2 and sug¬ 
gested at that time the formation 
of a “Single Canada League” and 
was unanimously nominated to be¬ 
come chairman of the league. He 
received a standing ovation at the 
end of the meeting at which he said 
“the league would oppose the at¬ 
tempt to change the basic character 
of our country, which is now being 
made.” He later accepted the nom¬ 
ination as chairman. 

Mr. Thorson, a Rhodes scholar, 
was appointed Dean of the Mani¬ 
toba Law School in 1921 and elect¬ 
ed to the House of Commons in 
1926, 1935 and 1940. In 1941 he 
was appointed Minister of Natural 


Resources and the following year 
appointed President of the Ex¬ 
chequer Court. He played a major 
role in the organization of the In¬ 
ternational Commission of Jurists. 
An authority on constitutional law, 
he retired from the Bench in 1964. 
Recently, the 81-year-old fonner 
Chief Justice started a court action 
to challenge the constitutional val¬ 
idity of the Official Languages Act. 


Norwegian Ambassador 
Presides Over U.N. 


United Nations members agreed 
after private talks who would hold 
the key posts in the UN General 
Assembly which opened Sept. 8. 

Norwegian Ambassador Evard 
Hambro will preside over the 25th 
session. 


At the same time the U.S. Phil¬ 
lips Oil Co. announced successful 
tests of two more wells, confirming 
the existence of a “giant oilfield” 
in the Norwegian sector of the 
North Sea.

THANKSGIVING 


Thanksgiving Day is a day of 
general thanksgiving and harvest 
festivities generally celebrated in 
October. Many different dates have 
been designated as Thanksgiving 
Day. In Canada the second Mon¬ 
day in October is celebrated, but 
in the United States it is the last 
Thursday in November. 

The earliest Thanksgiving celeb¬ 
rated in Canada was on February 
10, 1763, in Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
which proclaimed a day of thanks¬ 
giving for the conclusion of the 
Seven Years War between England 
and France when the Treaty of 
Paris was signed giving Canada to 
Great Britain. 

In Lower Canada, now the prov¬ 
ince of Quebec, the first Thanks¬ 
giving was observed on January 10, 
1799; while in Upper Canada, now 
Ontario, it was June 18, 1816, which 
marked the date of the end of the 
war between Great Britain and Na¬ 
poleon. 

After Confederation in 1869 the 
first Thanksgiving was declared on 
March 1, 1871, in thanks for the 
restoration of the health of the 
Prince of Wales. Later the holiday 
was annually declared on Novem¬ 
ber 6 and the first was in 1879. 
Some time later it was celebrated 
at the same time as in the United 
States but was eventually changed 
to a Thursday in October because 
it was thought that November was 
too close to Christmas. Still later 
the date was changed to the third 
Monday in October. 

After the First World War it was 
celebrated on the same day as 
Armistice Day which was then the 
Monday in which November 11 oc¬ 
curred. However, when Armistice 
Day was changed to Remembrance 
Day in 1931 and celebrated on 
November 11 of each year. Thanks¬ 
giving Day was again moved back 
to October. Since 1957 Thanksgiv¬ 
ing Day has been celebrated on 
the second Monday in October 
which this year falls on October 
12 . 

The end of the harvest is also 
the occasion for festivity and 
thanksgiving in the Scandinavian 
countries. The celebrations are 
usually local and occur when the 
individual landowner has harvested 
and stored his crops. Eating and 
drinking and dancing are the reg¬ 
ular features of these festivals. 


EYFORD FAMILY 
WIN PRAISE 

The Asi Eyford family from Uclu- 
elet attended the annual Vancouver 
Island Musical Festival in Nanaimo 
last week. Their outstanding musi¬ 
cianship and devotion to song 
brought accolades from adjudica¬ 
tors, participants and the attending 
patrons. 

Mr. James Shell, from the U.B.C. 
Dept, of Music, adjudicated all 
voice classes. Following the per¬ 
formance of a trio, sung by Dar¬ 
lene, Marjorie and Hume, Mr. Shell 
raised his hands and said “What 
can I say? They sang like birds. 
Musically correct and a beautiful 
performance. Without a doubt the 
finest singing of the entire festival.” 

They were awarded 85' points — 
the highest by far of any entries. 
This mark stood till next day when 
Marjorie and Darlene tied with an 
outstanding duet, “No Man Is An 
Island”. Similar praise was heaped 
upon them. 

The entire family, Asi, Marge, 
Marjorie, Darlene, Sandra and 
Hume performed “Sweet And Low”, 
with words by Tennyson.- Again Mr. 
Shell showered this talented fam¬ 
ily with more praise and awarded 
them a mark of 84. 


In Norway the national bird, 
when feasts come around, is the 
rype, or grouse, and the habit of 
eating it is growing as the gen¬ 
eral custom of Thanksgiving Day 
becomes more established. In Nor¬ 
way, instead of the custom dimin¬ 
ishing in importance, as is true in 
Poland and some of the other Eu¬ 
ropean countries, the celebration 
of a thanksgiving festival is gaining 
strength. 

For North America’s turkey, Den¬ 
mark substitutes goose, cooked as 
only the Danes know how. The 
goose comes into his own on Mor¬ 
tens dag, or St. Martin’s Day, and 
it crowds everything else into the 
background. The harvest being 
largely the cause of the jollity, the 
celebrations reach their height in 
the country districts. 

On the first Sunday in October 
the churches in Finland offer pray¬ 
ers for the safe garnering of the 
harvest. It is known as Mikkelin 
paiva (St. Michael’s Day), and in 
country districts is a day of much 
importance. On this day servants 
are hired and labor contracts con¬ 
cluded for the following year. A 
day or so before Sunday, candle¬ 
light dances are held at which the 
harvesters celebrate the end of their 
arduous labors. 

Before the custom of giving 
thanks for the harvest on Mikkelin 
Paiva came into existence, there 
was a celebration throughout Fin¬ 
land known as Kekri. Like so many 
harvest festivals, it had no fixed 
date but was celebrated by each 
landowner as soon as his crops were 
safely in the barns. The festival 
was probably originally some form 
of pagan ancestor worship. The 
Kekri were the spirits of the dead 
who were believed to be interested 
in the farm work and to help with 
it. When the harvest was over, in 
gratitude for their services during 
the year and to preserve their good 
will, a feast was prepared for them, 
usually in the stables, as the Kekri 
were supposed to be especially help¬ 
ful with the horses and cattle. With 
the coming of Christianity the 
Kekri festival became a part of Mik¬ 
kelin paiva. 

In Canada on Monday, Septem¬ 
ber 12, we shall all probably sit 
down to our usual turkey dinner, 
but let us not forget to give thanks 
for something, even if it is just for 
being a Canadian. 


Individual solos were sung by 
Marjorie, Darlene, Sandra and 
Hume.

Shell to hear more praise and words 
of encouragement. 

After their return to Ucluelet, Asi 
received a phone call from Nanaimo 
requesting the entire family to ap¬ 
pear in the Grand Concert at the 
end of the festival. Their perform¬ 
ance of “Sweet And Low” brought 
a thunderous applause from the 
huge audience.

Shaw Piano and Organ Centre 
has introduced an entirely new 
technique for testing the aptitude 
of potential students to play the 
organ and piano. 

They are the first in Western 
Canada to adopt audio electronics 
in the instruction of music groups. 

Extremely popular with children, 
this new teaching method is readily 
accepted by adult students at first 
unfamiliar with an organ or piano. 

In most teaching situations, the 
music teacher sits beside the student 
playing the instrument in an en¬ 
closed music studio or in the home. 
Many prospective students find this 
system too disciplined initially. A 
group situation has been found to 
reduce the uneasiness of the new 
student who still has apprehensions 
about taking lessons. 

However, a group situation with 
four students playing four different 
instruments at the same time would 
create problems even if they all 
played the same tune. A jumbled 
noise would be the result. 

The solution was to cut off the 
sound of each organ and piano ex¬ 
cept for what the individual student 
could hear through earphones con¬ 
nected to the instrument he was 
playing. Then a master control de¬ 
vice could allow the instructor to 
eavesdrop on any student’s play¬ 
ing with the flick of a switch. The
